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SECTION  B.  - PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OE  INFECTIOUS  & OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  were  no  serious  epedemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year,  38  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  first  8 months 
of  the  year,  the  peak  periods  being  11  cases  notified  in  February,  and 
10  i^July.  influenza  was  also  prevalent  during  this  period,  6 deaths 
from  this  cause  being  notified. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  food  poisoning  or 
dysentry  infections  during  the  year.  1 case  of  Paratyphoid  contracted 
outside  the  area  was  reported. 

In  the  Burry  port  Urban  Area  112  children  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria,  and  a further  186  redeived  boosters  during  the  year.  No 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 

No  separate  vaccination  figures  are  available. 


Vaccination  figures  for  the  whole  of  the  County  were • - 

1046  successful  vaccinations 

of  which  755  were  in  respect  of  children  under  1 years  of  age  and  &21 
.rc  3 in  respeco  ol  children  between  the  age  of  1 to  5 years. 


This  f'eerns  to  indicate  that  less  than  half  the  children  in  the  area 
were  successfully  vaccinated,

The  Town  Sewerage  is  on  the  partially  seperate  system  and  during  the 
year  a scheme  for  sewering  the  craig,  Furnace,  Ashburnham  and  Derwydd 
districts  has  been  completed,  and  a sewage  Disposal  Works  constructed 
close  to  the  Site  of  the  Carmarthen  Bay  Power  Station,  to  cater  for 
both  the  old  and  new  systems.  The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disxjosal 
Works  continues  to  discharge  to  the  sea. 

Connections  to  the  new  scheme  are  being  made  at  present,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  most  properties  in  the  town  will  be  connected  by  1955*

Association  for  use  of  part  of  the  Slaughterhouse  as  a Depot  were 
£.159/3/11  d as  compared  with  £l46/6/8d  for  the  year  1952,.  This  is 
owing  to  the  Humping  charges  being  done  by  the  S.V/.M. S.A.  ~ public 
Health  Regulations  are  complied  with.
